17 community work centers throughout the statepeByof labor community center inmates perform veosn
janitorial and mechanic work to turf managemenbadeball fields and beautification of roadsides.

Last year, inmates at community work centers iro&i¢ Bolivar and Quitman counties performed 370,143
hours of labor, valued at $1,906,236. Exampldalmir provided in these counties include countylneagpair,

painting, railroad repairs, cleaning parks, gamdgnplanting, harvesting vegetables, lawn mainteean
janitorial work, picking up trash, water leak ragaimaintenance work on school buses, etc.

The MDOC community work center program providesabes the opportunity to learn valuable work skills
they can use once released. In addition, inmatesmmunity work centers perform services to cjtieainties
and state agencies that are valuable sourceseofafoer.

MDOC defines a community work center as “a commuh#sed minimum security facility designed to pdavi
a gradual, systematic reintroduction of an offend&r community life and to provide an alternats@irce of
labor for other state agencies and local governsdemh order for an inmate to serve time at a camity work
center, several criteria must be met.

First, inmates have to be within seven years af #aliest release date in order to be considired

community work center. However, inmates servingeseces for sale of controlled substances may be

considered for a community work center within tvaaks of their earliest release date. Inmates passt a
drug and alcohol test and be able to physicalljoper required work.

Disqualifications include inmates who have an escfempt in the last five years, convictions of sémes,

child abuse or crime convictions involving a mimothandicapped person. Inmates convicted of arsonying

a concealed weapon, or inmates charged with vialeséxual offenses which received a plea bargaanrton-
violent crime cannot be assigned to a communitykveenter.
